Gentlemen of the Legislative /Assentbly : 

gd d You hars. met under the provisions of the 
Constitution of aur State, and are now io transact the busi- 
nove of the first regular session held under the provisions of that in- 
strmaent. » 

By the Consütution, your session is limited to forty days, and 
owing to the great amount of business that will come before you, it 
is quite right and proper that you enter upon your arduous duties at 
as early a period as practicable. 

I will here call your attention to the Auditor x report on the con- 
dition of the Treasury, which will be found very full and satisfactory. 
~ The receipts into the treasury from taxes for the last fiscal year. 
ending September 9th, 1860, were forty-eight thousand four hundred 
and sixty-six dollars and thirteen cents, ($48,466 13.) From all 
other sources, four hundred and ten dollars and twenty-one cents, 
($410 21) making the total receipts into the treasury from all sour- 
ces forty-eight thousand eight hundred and seventy-six dollars and 
thirty-four cents, ($48,876 34) and the amount disbursed for the 
same period, forty-five thousand one hundred and six dollars and 
thirty-four centa, ($45,106 34,) showing a balance in the treasury 
from the receipts of the last fiscal year of three thousand seven hun- 
dred and seventy dollara, ($3,770.) . . 

Owing to the appropriations made for defraying the expenses of 
the several sessions of the legislature since our State organization, 
and the provisions for paying the expenses of the Constitutional Con- 
vention, the drafts upon the treasury have been much beavier than 
they will be in future, unless appropriations shall be made for special 
purposes; therefore it is believed that the present rate of tax will 
raise sufficient revenue to defray the ordinary expenses of govern- 
ment for the next two fiscal years, Indeed, the Auditor's report 
shows a very healthy state of the treasury, and I respectfully com- 
mend it to your careful attention.

Doubts are entertained by many. whether there is any warrant, either 
in the Constitution or Statuten ur holding elections for Members to 
Congress. Whatever may be bg facts with regard to this question, 
it is evident that a difference of opinion does now exist. In order 
to guard against trouble in the future, I recommend that there be a 
general election law passed, which shall provide for the election of 
one or more Congressmen every two years. In connection with this 
matter, I deem it proper to call your attention to the law providing 
for making returma of elections for Delegate to Congress, which is 
the only law now applicable to the election of Member to Congress. 


` That law provides that if all the returns are not received at the 


Secretary's office within thirty days, it shall be the duty of that offi- 
cer to dispatch a special messenger to the delinquent counties, who 
shall bring the returns, and receive, as a compensation for such ser- 
vices, twenty cents a mile for the distance necessarily traveled, to be 
paid by the county failing to make returns. This Jaw also provides 
that the returns Mall be sent by mail. 

Now, it is known to all that the mails in Oregon are the most 
uncertain means of communication that can be adopted by the people 
or the government, and this ir- connection, with the negligence of 
County Clerks, who sometimes ‘fail to forward the returns by the 
first mail after E ond causes & lack of a full w oe 
e general on. Secretary experiences great di in 
Semele with that provision which makes it his dba under SN 
circumstances to for absent retarns. 

For instance, the returns may have been mailed according to law, 
and on their way, but not yet received at the Secretary's office, in 
which case if 5 were dispatched, all parties having done 
their duty, no one would be held responsible for his pay, hence a dif- 
ficulty is experienced in obtaining a messenger willing to take the 
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risk ef mch un undertaking, without some assurance that he will 
receive pay for his services. 

difficulty is felt in making the official count of. votes east 
for Member to Congress. The same law which takes the Seeretary 
one of the board of canvassers. also makes the United States Mar- 
shal a member of the board; when thai law was passed, the Gov- 
ernor and Secretary were federal officers, as well as the Marshal; 
bat since the adoption of the State government, it is thought to be 
inconsistent with our State rights to permit a federal officer to inter- 
fere with our State elections. I respectfully suggest that such action 
be taken by you as will remedy the existing difficulties. i 

The subject of Common Schools is one in which all feel a deep 
interest. By the Constitution the Governor is made, for at least fixe 
years, Superintendent of public instruction. As yet no law has been 
passed ibing his duties as Superintendent. and, as such, nothing 
has been done by him. At present the legislature, and all the depart- 
ments of State, wut be measurably ignorant of the condition of 
common schools throughout the State, and yet no subject is of greater 
interest to the people at large; as a means of eliciting information 
on this subject, which may enable a future legislature to pass such 
laws as will best promote a general system of public instruction, I 
recommend that it be made the duty by law for county. Superin- 
tendents to make a full and explicit report $o the Governor of the 
condition of common schools, within their ive counties, and 
that sach report be made annually at sometime fixed by law. 

You will doubtless feel it to be your duty to make provision for 
the permanent location of the scat of government of the State. 
Whatever differences of opinion may havefheretofore existed as to 
the proper time for the legislature to take action in this matter, there 
will probably be no diversity of opinion with regard to passing 2 
law at the present session providing for submitting the question to 
the e, a8 provided for in the Constitution. 

the subject itself may not be one of such vast i 
to the public, yet the people take great interest in it. A law pro- 
viding for a full, fair and untrammeled expression of the will of the 
people cannot fail of giving satisfaction. The place for its perma- 
nent location should never be made to depend upon any other contin- 
gency than the preferences of the people. It is a subject in which 
all are alike interested, and never should bo thrown into the market, 
or put up to thé highest bidder. To declare all, places legally dis- 
qualified as candidates for the eeat of government, except such as are 
willing to pay &'priee fixed by a law submitting the question, ia, in 
my opinion, trammeling the action of the people, and never dan re- 
sult in general satisfaction to the State. Of course voluntary dona- 
tions are net to be objected to; and if those interested in a particu- 
lar place run uz a candidate for the seat of government, choose to 
execute a conditional Ked, conveying to the State sò much property 
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when the seat of government shall be located there. T see no good 
reason why it should not be accepted. But de rule out all places but 
such as are able to give & bonus for it, would, in my opinion, be to 
parene a course producilive of bad ts. 

At the session of the Territorial legislature for 1858-9, a change 
was made in our militia law preseribing the duties of and requiring 
bonds of the Quartermaster eral The incumbent at that time 
declined to comply with the provisions requiring kim to give bonds.

It is notori- 
ous that we are zu on all sides by & treacherous and warlike 
race of Indians. some of whom have been in a state of open hostility

But permanent relief can be had only by an improve 


ment in our habits of industry and frugality. Wo must produce our 

own necessaries of life. We must encourage EE and the 

conyerting the raw material into the wants of the country. Nature 

e rovided liberally for Oregon, but do we as a people appreciate 
er bounties ? 

One would suppose where health and plent ailed, peace also 
should reign, but this is not the case in Oran. qf in any of the 
older States of the confederacy. Not that the people of any of the 
States are now engaged in levying physical war om their neighbors, 
but a mental war does now exist amongst the citizens of every State 
in the Union, and probably with as much virulence in Oregon as any 
other of the States. 

Doubtless this state of things has been somewhat accclerated by 
the acts of some fanatics and misguided men from the North, Who, in 
the fall of last year, committed an outrage upon the muy of ho 
United States, situated within the limits of one of the independent 
States of this Union. po 

The history of this affair, together with its object, and the imme E 
diate results growing out of it, are well known to the country. The 
act itself has been repudiated and condenmed, at least in words, by E 
all claiming te be conservative in principle in all political parties, 
and in all sections of the country. It has only hurried ou that which $ 
was thought by many to be unavoidable some time amore thorough E 
agreement and settlement of the subject of slavery as it now exists 


kept by the State, and although the law pro- 
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in this country, As indirectly growing opt of the Brown inro- 
sion,” we have the unusual spectacle of four prominent candidates for 
the Presidency before the people. And it is scarcely possible that 
more angry strife or bitter feeling would be manifest if the two sec- 
tions of the country were engaged in actual war. Tha publie jour- 
nals, which aff supposed to reflect the sentiments of the poeple, and 
in some measure to create public dpinion, are loud in charging their 
opponents with disunion and treasonable sentiments, Even within 
the body of that old and honorable organization, the democratic par- 
ty, whose strength lay no less in its oneness of purpose, and unity of 
action, than the correctness of its principles, the most ranoorous feel- 
ings and the most bitter sentiments exist. I cannot think it advisa- 
ble for conservative men to cnter into this war of words, nor do I 
believe there need he any fear for the safoty of the Union if this class 
of citizens will do their duty. There is probably not one in a thou- 
sand, North or South, who would not prefer union with the loss of 
their favorite political measures, than success with disuniou—but as 
the continued dropping of water will eventually wear away the mon- 
ument, 80 a continued crimination and recrimination on the part of 
those who honestly hold to different political views, may endanger 
the stability of this great Republic, now the pride of the American 
people, and the wonder. of the world. It is a pity that a question so 
well understood, and so harmoniously settled by our fathers, who 
adopted the Constitution—and if let alone must, from iis very un- 
ture, settle itself within the next twenty years, for 1 every 
foot of territory now owned by the United States will, in that time, 
be created into independent States—should be the cause of the over- 
throw of the American confederacy, by which consummation all for 
which the patriotsof the Revolution fought, will be lost to their posterity? 
Though the youngest and among the weakest in numerical strength, 
yet Oregon possesses all the political independence of any other 
State in the Union. Though tho fartherest removed from the scenes 
which agitate the public mind, isolated, as it were. with vast moun- 
tains and extensive deserts intervening between her borders and the 
older States of the confederacy, yet Oregon is true to the Union. I 
doubt there being ten men within the limite of Oregon who would 
not prefer the integrity of the Union, with the certainty that their 
iar political views never would be adopted, than disunion with 
certain success in the division within, which they might chance to 
fall. When I consider the few benefits that have resulted to Oregon 
from becoming a State; the almost entire neglect of her interests and 
rights by the general government, and then reflect that her popula- 
tion is made up of citizens representing every State of the Union, 
nearly al of which has at sometime or other enjoyed the bountics of 
Congress, and find them all loyal, all wnalterably attached to the 
Union, I fee] like dismissing the idea of a separation as not being 
worthy a place in the mind of any American citizen. 
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It is hoped you will pot find it necessary to omit your acta of leg- 
islation e last dars of the session. , * 
There are great objections to such & course, as it forces the Goy- 
ermor—he being a coordinate branch of the legislature—to either 
sign all bills, however much he may object to their provisions, or de- 
fent the object of the Jaw until the next meeting of thé legislature. 
It is due the country that it should have the benefit of your delibe- 
rations and action, and it is alike due yourselves and the Executive, 
that all should have time for consideration, and if the Governor 
should have ebjectiogs to a measure which cannot be overcome, and 
the bill have merits, a constitutional majority can generally be found 
to pass it over a voto, if time for a reconsideration be allowed. `

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon, Your 
committee appointed to examine into the situation, condition and af 
fairs of the State Penitentiary, respectfully beg leave to report: 

That upon examination, they find the penitentiary does not wholly 
stand upon land belonging to the State, a part of it being situate on 
one of the streets of the city of Portland, and a portion of the build- 
ing resting upon soil which is private property, to which the State 
has no title. 

Immediately north of the building is a deep gulch, which precludes 
the idea of any improvement in that direction, and indeed, all the 
land in the vicinity of the penitentiary, belonging to the State, is 
broken and rough : that the amount required to level and prepare 
the ground for improvement and acceptance, is equal to the ex 
of erecting and completing new buildings and improvements in almost 
any other locality. 

Your committee therefore recommend that the State should not 
incur any further expense in erecting penitentiary buildings on the 
present site of that institution, in the city of Portland. 

While your committee believe that the present building is unfitted 
for the safe keeping of convicts, yet they are foreed to conclude that 
the frequent escapes during the past year are to be attributed to the 
manner in which the prisoners have been kept amd worked by the 
pub-lessee and contractors. 

Your committee report that they believe the sulrlessecs, or some 
of them, have not complied with the terms of their contract between 
the State and original lessees under which the prison was leased. 

They believe that the convicts have not been as securely guarded 
as they should have beén, and that they have been employed in such 
manner and at such times and places as rendered cacape casy, and

i Sir: I have the honor to enclose herewith, marked No. 1, a copy 
of the grant of swamp and overflowed lands, approved September 
ei 28th, 1850; ‘alse, a tapy, marked No. 2, of the act of March 12th, 
3 1860, extending the provisions of said grant to the State of Oregon. 


e The grant of September 28th, 1850, conveys “the whole of those 
p Swamp and overflowed lands made unfit thereby for cultivation,” and 
ža! it is made the duty of the Secretary of the Interior “to make out an 
t accurate list and pints of the land, and to transmit the same to the 
T c E 
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Governor," and “at the request of said Governor cause a patent to 
be issued to the State therefor;” the consideration of the grant being 
that the proceeds of the lands shall be applied to their reclamation. 

By the proviso attached to the first section of the act of March 
12th. 1860, it will be observed: 

“That the grant hereby made shall not include any lands which 
the government of the United States may have reserved, sold or dis- 
posed of (in pursuance of any law heretofore enacted) prior to the 
confirmation of title to be made under the authority of the said act.” 

Preliminary to the adjustment of the business with the several 
States affected by the general grant, two propositions were submitted 
designed to obtain a plan or basia which should be adhered to and 
pce: in the settlement of the great interests involved. as 

QLOWS : 

Jet, Whether the States would be willing to abide by the field 
notes of the surveys as designating the lands, or 

2d. Whether in the event of their non-acceptance of these notes 
ag the basis, the States would furnish evidence that any landa are of 
the character embraced, by the grant. 

The privilige of acecpting one or the other of these propositions 
having been accorded to those States the same is extended to Oregon. 

Having experience in the adjustment of the grant with those States 
it is respectfully suggested by this office that by the adoption of the 
first proposition the State vill receive all the lands to which she is 
justly entitled, as the field notes of the surveys are very full in ehar- 
acterizing or giving description to the soil; and an important reason 
for doing so is that she will incur no expense in selecting or desig- 
nating the lands, 

It is hoped that this matter will receive vour early attention. 
This is important to the State, also, as by the second section of the 
act the selection in townships where the gurveya have been completed 
are required to be made within two years after the adjournment of 
the first legislature convened after the passage of the act; and where 
the surveys are yet to be made or completed, within two years from 
the adjournment of the next session after notice to the State that the 
surveys are completed and confirmed. You will also be pleased to 
inform me at what time the next session of the legislature of your 
State will commence, and if the session is limited by law to advise 
me of the time of adjournment.

AN ACT to enable the State of Arkansas and other States to reclaim the“ Swamp 
Landa" within their limta. 

Be dt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress Assembled, That to enable the State of 
Arkansas to construct the necessary levees and drains to reclaim the 
swamp and overflowed lands therein, the whole of ‘those-swamp and 
overflowed lands, made unfit thereby for cultivation, which shall re- 
main unsold at the passage of this act, shall be and the same are 
hereby granted to said State. 

Sec. 2. And be tt further enacted, That it shall bethe duty of the 
Secretary of the Interior, as soon as may be practicable after the 
passage of this act, to make out an accurate list and plats of the 
lands deseribed as aforesaid, and transmit the same to the Governor 
of the State of Arkansas, and at the request of said Governor’ cause 
a patent to be issued to the State therefor; and on the patent, the 
fee simple to said lands shall vest in the State of Arkansas, subject 
to the disposal of the legislature thereof. Provided, however, That 
the proceeds of said lands, whether from sale or by direct appropria- 
tion in kind, shall be applied, exclusively, as far as necessary, to the 
purposes of reclaiming said lands by means of the levees and drains 
aforesaid. ; 

SEC. 3. And be dt further enacted, That in making out a list and 
plats of the land aforesaid, all legal sub-divisions, the greater part 
of which is ^ wet and unfit for cultivation,” shall be included in said 
list and plats; but when the greater part of a sub-division is not of 
that character, the whole of it shall be excluded therefrom. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That the provisions of this act 
be extended to, and their benefits conferred, upon each of the other 

States of the Union in which such swamp and overflowed lands, 
known as designated as aforesaid, may be situated.

AN ACT to extend the provisions of an “Act to enable the State of Arkansas and other 
States to reclaim the Swamp Lands within their limite,” to Minnesota and Oregon, and 
for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
of America in Congress assembled, That the provisions of the act of 
Congress, entitled An act to enable the State of Arkansas and other 
States to reclaim the swamp lands within their limits,” approved 
September twenty-eight, eighteen hundred and fifty, be and the same 
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are hereby extended to the States of Minnesota and Oregon; Provi- 
ded, That the grant hereby made shall not include any lands which 
the Government of the United States may have reserved, sold or 
disposed of (in pursuance of any law heretofore enacted) prior to the 
confirmation of title to be made under the authority of said act. 

SEC. 2. And be d further enacted, That the selections to be made 
from lands already surveyed in each of the States, including Min- 
nesota and Oregon, under the authority of the act aforesaid, and of 
the act to aid the State of Louisiana in draining the swamp lands 
therein, approved March second, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-nine; shall be made within two years from the adjournment of 
the legislature of each State at its next session after the date of this 
act; and as to all lands hereafter to be surveyed within two years 
from such adjournment, at the next session after notice by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to the Governor of the State, and that the sur- 
veys have been completed and confirmed.

MEMORIAL. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of Americain Congress assembled : 

The Legislature of the State of Oregon in Senate and Assembly 
convened, respectfully represent ami show that in the year A. D. 1855 
& combination of ‘nearly all the Indian Tribes resident of the then 
territories of Oregon and Washington, made a compact and waged a 

cody war upon the People ofthe then territories for the avowed 
purpose of exterminating the entire white population: our farms and 
villages were laid waste, buildings burned, cattle and stock of every 
description driven into the mountains and slaughtered, men, women 
and children by hundreds butchered, and their bodies left unburied, 
a prey to the wild beasts of the forests. A large portion of the in- 
habitants were compelled to leave their farms E Gs their mines 
unworked, and seek shelter in the forts and block-houses, unable to 
follow their ordinary eecupations. In consequence of this state of 
things, mo and all the necessaries of life advanced in price 
and could hardly be parted-with by those whe possesed them, and a 
great portion of the agricultural parts of the territories had been 
abandoned; indeed a0 scarce and menancing were the times that many 
contemplated the entire abandonment of the home’ of their adoption. 
The General Government at this time had neither troops nor muni- 
tions of war adequate to the protection of ‘the inhabitants and their 
property, and.the troops then in the territories were entirely without 
ammunition, without provisions, without horses and mules or means 
of transportation, and without subsistance for their animals. At this 
time Governor Curry, then Governor of the Territory of Oregon, 
called on the people to furnish men and munitions of war for the 
protection of the Territory, and the people in every town and county 
in both the Territories of Oregon and Washington responded to the 
call, though but few had more than enough to supply their own wants. 
In addition to this, a poftion of the property was delivered up under 
the threat of martial Jaw; four millions of dollars in value was then turn- 
ed over to the General Government. Almost evéry individual contrib- 
uted something for the common defenee of the common country. For 
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this property the inhabitants received from the officers of the govern- 
ernment, war scrip, expecting an appropriation from the ensuing Con- 
gress for their prompt payment. Under act of Congress passed thé 
18th of August 1856, a commission was appointed to visit the 
territories to hear the evidence of the valadity of their claims, and 
to pass upon them and to report to the Secretary of War. The 
` commission was duly organized and entered upon the discharge of 
its duties, and spent a Whole year in examining the validity and 
justness of their claims, and finally unanimously reported the claims 
for services and munitions of war in the amount of six millions and 
eleven thousand dollars, the whole of whigh remains unpaid, entail- 
ing ruin and bankruptcy on many of our inhabitants. 

our memorialists ask the payment of these claims to the original 
claimants or their legal representatatives. Out of the whole sum of 
more than six millions of war serip it is believed by your memorialists 
that more than nine-tenths of the same is still held by the citizens of 
Oregon and Washington, and that little or none of it bas gone into 
the hands of specalators in our great cities or elsewhere, but a large 
portion of it has passed from the hands of the original holders to the 
traders and men of small means in our territories for the necessities 
of life; in many instances our farmers have sold the scrip to their 
neighbors to enable them to restock farma that have been devastated 
by this very Indian war. 

In many other instances the original holdérs have parted with the 
serip to enable them to raise the means of transportation to the new- 
ly discoved mines of Frazer's river aud Washoe. In short this scrip 
has become a soft of circulating medium in the Territories heretofore 
mentioned, and the Legislature of Orgeon have passed a law making 
it a highly penal offence for any person to make any transfer of this 
serip after having made a power of attorney to a third party to act 
for them in its collection. In view of these facts your memorialists 
respectfully represent that any legislation of Co which confines 
the payment of the scrip strictly to the original holders, would op- 
erate with great hardship upon many hun of bona fide holders 
of the scrip, who have obtained it through the assignment of many 
persons who have left the Territories, and whom it would take s long 
period to find, and many persons equally meritorous in their claims 
with those of the original holders be delegated and hindered in the 
collection of their just claims. l 

Your memorialists would therefore ask for the speedy action of 
Congress in the payment of their just claims, and that the 
same be paid to the original holders, or to their heirs or assigns as 
may be just and equitable. 


MEMORIAL. 


J. Qaian Thornton would reapectfally represent, that in the gear 
1848, while in Washington City, Hall J. Kelly, A. M., of the State of 
Massachusetts, conSded to his trust a silver medal which had been struck 
for the purpose of commemorating the great historical fact of the dis- 
covery of the month of the Columbia river hy Capt. Gray, on the 11th 
of May, 1193. Tour memorialist received it in trast, that at a fitting 
time he would “make a suitable disposition of it.“ Your memoriallst 
knows not how, in executing the sacred trust confided to him, be could 
make a more ‘appropriate disposition of it” than by presenting it to 
the State, one of the most prominent geographical features of which is 
the river, the discovery of which it was designed to commemorate. He 
therefore prays your honorable body, as the representatives of the peo- 
ple of the State of Oregon, to accept it in their name. 

Your memorialist hopes that iv will not be deemed inappropriate, if at 
this time and in this presence, he present in a condensed form the prin- 
cipal historical facts which stand more or less nearly connected with this 

al, 

In the year 1787, a company of merchants in the city of Boston, eon - 

isting of J. Barrel, S. Brown, C. Bullfench, J. Darby, C. Hatch, and 


fitted ont the Columbia and Waskingion for trade and exploration on 
the Northwest coast of America. The former vessel was under the 
command of Capt. Kendrick, and the latter under that of Capt. Gray. 
These gentlemen sailed from Boston on the 30th of September, of the 
same year, with letters from the Government of the United States, and 
passports from that of Massachasefts. Both vessels arrived at Nootka 
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M. Pintard, with a sagecions liberality and an enlightened enterprise, f 
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Sound in Sept. 1188—the Washington a few days before the Columbia 
—where they spent the winter, takiog furs of the natives in exchange 
for commodities bronght out for that purpose. In the following spring, 
Capt. Gray took command of the Columbia and sailed for Canton, from 
which place he sailed i in the antumn of 1789, and returned to Boston 
harbor iu 1790. la 1791, Capt. Gray in command of the Columbia, 
and Joseph Ingraham in command of the brig Hope, sailed for the North 
Pacific. In the spring of 1792, Cap:. Gray arrived on the Northwest 
' coast, aud while sailing northward, discovered an open place in latitude 
46 deg. 16 min., from which: g chereet. flowed with a force sufficient to 
prevent him from entering, though he spent nine days in efforts to do it. 
In April, 1792, he hailed the British ship Discovery, and informed her 
commander, Capt. Vancouver, that between the 46th and 47th degrees 
of north latitude, be had discovered the mouth of a river Which he was 
not able to enter in consequence of the force of the current setting ont 
io,sen. Capt. Vauebuver; in bis joürnal, speaks of this latitude us bav- 
ing been passed. by him two days before. Ele says, “ the whole coast 
formed one compact, solid, and nearly straight barrier to the sea.” He 
also farther added that he was “thoroughly convinced that he could not 
possibly have passeti any safe navigable opening, harbor, or place of se- 
curity for shipping, on the coast, from Cape Mendocino to Cape Flattery 
in 48 deg., nor had he any reason to alter his opinion, notwithstanding ` 
theoreticai geographers had thought proper to assert the existence of 
large inlets, communicating with & mediterranean sea, and extensive riv- 
ers with safe and convevient ports,” 

Capt. Gray, feeling certain that he had direi the mouth of a 
large river, ou the 11th of May, 1792, renewed his efforts to enter if 
with his vessel, With some difficulty he succeeded, and sailed up to the 
place vow known as Tongue Point, where he dropped his anchor, took 
in a supply of fresh water, and remained until the 20th, trading witl the 
natives. Upon leaviog the river, Capt. Gray gave to it the name of 
his ship Coluaubia. The Innd immediately at the north side of the en- 
trauce of the river, be called Cape Haseock ; that op the south side, 
Point Adams, 

Heceta, in 1775, bad seen this opening in the coast. Meares had 
seen it in 1788, but lett it, believing that no river flowed into what he 
regarded as only a bay; and the strength ef hig couvictigus upon this 
subject he testified by naming thm opening Deception Bay, and by be 
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stowing the name of Cape Disappointment upon the high point of Jand , 


on the northern side, 

In October, 1792, Vancouver having learned from Quadra, the Span- 
ish officer in command at Nootka, the discovery which Capt. Gray re- 
ported that he had made, sent the Chatham, ia command of Captain 
Broughton, to explore ił. On the arrival of this officer at the mouth of 
the river, he found the brig Jenny, from Boston, lying at anchor. The 
Jenny had sailed from Nootka a few days previous. Capt. Broughton 
Jeft his vessel at the mouth of the river, and proceeded op in his eutter 
ta a point somewhere near the mouth of the Wallamet. Ou the 10th of 


November, the Chatham and the Jenny weighed anchor, and sailed in 


company for the bay of San Francisco. 

D is worthy of observation that Capt Vancouver in remarking in his 
journal upon Capt. Gray's statement that he had been “ off the mouth 
of a river where the outset or reflux was so strong as to prevent bis eu- 
tering for nine Jays, adds: This was probably the opening passed by 
us on the 2th, aud was apparently inaccessible, not from the current, 
but from the breakers that extended across it.” 

Capt. Vancouver admits that Capt. Gray discovered the river, After 
leaving Nootka, in October 1782, he says the serenity of the weather 
encouraged him to hope that he might be enabled on his way soutb, to 
* reexamine the coast of New Albion, and particularly a river and har- 
bor discovered by Mr. Gray, in the Columbia, between the 46th and 
47th degrees of north latitude.” 

Capt. Gray’s pretentious to the honor ard right of the discovery have 
been disputed with much warmth by some English writers, who claimed 
that distinction for Alexander Makenzie, a British subject, who, it was 
affirmed, discovered the northern branch of the river. That this claim 
is not well founded, we have the testimony of Makenzie himself, who 
admits that he did not touch the river until Jane, 1793. 

Upon the final return of the expedition, which, as your memorialist 
has already stated, was fitted ont by the sagacions liberality and enlizht- 
ened enterprise of the gentlemen already named, a few silver medals 
were struck for the purpose of commemoratiug Capt. Gray’s discovery. 


It was at once seen that this would become an important fact as con- 
stituting one of the great elements of title to the country drained by the 


river, because priority of discovery, followed within a reasonable time 


by occupancy, gives, under the law of nations, the domain, in virtue of 
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which the nation alone may use the country for the supply of its neces- 
sities, and the empire, or right of sovereign command, 

One of these medals was deposited in the State Department at Wash- 
ington, and is now in the library of Congress, One was retained’ by 
Capt. Gray, It is believed that these are the only ones now in exis- 
tence. Upon Capt. Gray’s having ended the voyage of life, and gone 
** where all the ship’s company meet,” hia widow became the possessor 
of the one he had retaincd. After keeping it several years, she gave it 
to Hall J. Kelly, A. M., in trust that be would make ‘ some appropri- 
ate disposition of ii.“ She confided it to this gentleman because he had 
long been known to be impressed with a sense of the value and impor- 
tance of the country west of the Rocky mountains, and because she re- 
garded hím as having conceived the plan of colonizing the territory, 
having for the object And eud of such labor the founding of a new repub- 
Jie of civil and religions freedom on the shores of the Pacific. Your 
memorialist, being at the seat of the General Government in 1848, la · 
boring as best he could to promote the common interests of an infant 
community which had already planted, under a Provisional government, 
the vine of christianity and the germ of civil freedom, he received the 
accompanying medal, promising to make some appropriate disposition 
of it.“ He therefore asks your acceptance of it; and he prays that you 
may be wade the honored instruments, in the hands of the great Ruler 
of Nations, fur establishing on broad and comprehensive principles, the 
institutions of civilization and liberty, iu

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


The standing committee on commerce, to whom the accompanying 
memorial of Hon. J. Quinn Thornton, presenting to the State of Oregon 
a medal, the history of which ìa therein set forth, was referred, respect- 
fully report: 

That the facts narrated ia the memorial of Judge Thoroton, are and 
always will be fall of historical interest to the people of Oregon and of 
the Uuited States. They constitute in part the muniments of title to a 


great and valuable portion of our national domain, by virtue of which 


the right of the American people to claim and hold the same, when 
doubted aud denied was justly declared to be clear and unquestionable 
In this view, the medal possesses great value aside from the interest at- 
tached to it as a reminiscence of the days of early enterprise, wheu in 
the infancy of our nation the sagacions and energetic merchants of Bos- 
ton were seeking on the far distant and then unkoown shores of the 
North Pacific sea, new fields for commercial exploration and trade. 

The medal is made of silver, aud bears the following inscriptions: On 
one side, in the centre, two vessels uoder sail, tbe circle surrounding 
them—the words, Columbia and Washington—commanded by I. Ken- 


drick.. On the reverte— Fitted at Boston, N. America, for the Pacific. 


ocean, by J. Barrell, S. Brown, C. Bullfench, J. Darby, C. Hatch, J. M. 
Pintard— 1181. 

The committee recommend that the memorial be printed, and alao that 
the following joint resolation be adopted; 


Resolved, That the Legislative Assembly of Oregon accept with 
thanks to Hon. J. Quinn Thornton, the medal presented by bim to the 
State of Oregon, and that it be deposited with the archives of State in 
the bands of the Secretary, to be kept as a perpetual memorial of the 
first discovery and early history of the State.

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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


The object I have in view in making this communication to you is to 
call your attention, and through you the attention of the House, to re- 
ports now circulated through the public prints detailing another borrible 
butchery of immigrants near Salmon Falls, on Snake river. The reports 
say that no less than forty-five white persons have been murdered or 
taken prisoners by the Indians. This is the second outrage of the kind 
committed near that place. In the fall of 1854, the Indians massacred 
a train of immigrants on Salmon river, near the scene of this Jast horri- 
ble tragedy. It is believed the same Indians who committed the murder 
in 1854 were engaged ia the recent batchery. Daring the past summer, 
a party from the Willamette Valley who were prospecting the country 


in the vicinity of the Blue mountains, were attacked by a numerous 


band of Indians, who surprised them and succeeded in driving off some 
sixty head of their horses and wounding one man. After the loss of so 
many animals, the party were compelled to abandon the greater part of 
their baggage and supplies and commit them to the flames; after which 
they made their way to the settlements on foot, hard pressed for severa! 
days by the savage robbers. It is not improbable that the same Indians 
are implicated with these three several outrages. i 

The attack in the last massacro ia reported to have been made on the 
ninth of September last. The mau who brings the news of the slaugh- 
ter, reports himself the sole survivor of forty-six souls who comprised 
the unfortunate train. Oar latest advices, however, hold ont the hope 
that the slanghter was not so general as first reports seemed to indicate, 

i 
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and that other members of Hie party may y6t be Fring and making their 
way, at best they can iu their crippled eonditten, to the settlements. 
These seem to be the cosiclüsions arrived at by the officers of the reguler 
army, who ere reported as- -haviog sent outa  Gétechment éorposed of & 
hundred men to visit thé'scene of the late disaster, and to assíst any of 
the party who may be found alive, as well ae to punish the offenders if 
overtaken, Several campaigns have been inade ‘by the regular army 
into the country supposed to be inhabited by these maranding savages, 
and though in some instances productive of good results, they have ut- 
terly failed to inflict such chastisement as is necessary to bring them to 
peace or to a respect for immigrants from the east, or for citizens of 
Oregon while passing through their country. 

Their repeated and continuous attacks upon those passing down Snake 
river are—aside from the horror of the wholesale marders of men, 
women and children—very detrimental to the prosperity of Oregon and 
Washington Territory. Immigration—that which the Pacific coast most 
needs for the developing itself—must necessarily be stopped; the over- ~ 
land route, by which three-fourths of our present citizens came to Ore- 
gon, must be entirely closed to immigrants. It is the duty of the 
General Government to establish, at Fort Boise or some other point or 
points in this infested region, military posts strongly garrisoned. Such 
posta, established on the line of travel to and from the frontiers of Mis- 
souri and Oregon, would hold these murderers in check and ensure a 
safe passage for immigrants to the Pacific coast. 

I believe & strong memorial, unaninfously passed by the Legislature of 
Oregon, and addressed to the President, the Secretary of War, and to 
the Commandant of the Military Department of Oregou, might do some- 
thing toward relieving us from the enormides yet to be inflicted upon us 
by these merciless savages. I bope you will give this matter your seri- 
ous attention. Whether any, or what steps should be taken by the à 
authorities of our State to aid those of the ill-fated party who may yet à 
survive, or in giviag burial to the dead bodies of such as were murdered, 
or chastising the offenders, is a very difficult question to determine, and 
is respectfolly urged upon your serious attention. 

We are advised, though not officially, that a sufficient number of troops 
are under orders to repair immediately to the spet where the occurrence 
took place, and to render such aid as the facts when developed may de- 
mand. It is hoped this may, aud will be sufficient. 
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We have jast pamed through an Indian war, from the effects. of which 
the country is greatly enervated and depressed; and it must rest with 
you to say whether the State shall volunteer to chastise these murder- 
ers, while the regular military is in the field for thet purpose, .

I have not sufficient data in my possession to base an estimate with 
accuracy of the entire expenses of the State for any two succeeding 
years, owing to the fact that so much depends upon contingencies that 
cannot be foreseen, but sufficient, however, I think, that the present 
rate of State Tax—that is to say, two mills on the dollar—will moet 
all ordinary expenses of the States " 

The only legitimate object of a State Tax is to raise means for the 
support of the Government on an ad valor en principle, equal and uni-

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form, and that the same be confined entirely to a poll and ad valorem 
property tax, in order that all may contribute to the support of the. 
Government. There is no system at present of equalizing the State 
Tax among the several counties. I would, therefore, respectfully re- 
commend that à Board of Equalization be created for that purpose. 

As regards the University Fund, nothing has been done since the 
Report of the late University Land Commissioner. The condition 
of that fund, as also the Common School Fund, will appcar by the 

rt of the State ‘Treasurer. 

nder An act to regulate the Treasury Department,” Section 10, 
notice was duly given that proposals would be received at the Office 
of the Secretary of State to furnish stationery for the State of Oregon. 
By virtue of said law, on the 29th day of August, 1859, a contract 
was entered into with S. J. McCormick (he being the lowest bidder) 
to furnich the said stationery, which includes Blank Records bound 
in full Russia, for the Executive Office and Office of the Secretary of 
State and State Treasurer. for the sum of $986. The stationery has 
been furnished and warrants issued on the State Treasurer for the pay. 

The Legislative Assembly at its sessson in 1856, enacted a law 
creating a Board of Pilot Commissioners, making the Governor the 
head of the Board. At the session in 1858, the law was so amended 
that two persons constituted a Board, under which law (page 44 Coun- 
cil Proceedings) Mr. Hustler and Capt. Flavel were elected, and 
subsequent to their election, at the same session, Richard Hoyt, Esq., 
was also elected a member of said Board (House journal page 285.) 
Mr. Hoyt having served in such eapacity from January 1st, 1858, to 
to January Ist, 1860, presented his account, amounting to $250, to be 
audited. He having been elected subsequently and after the Board 
was full, I considered his election void, and did not feel authorized in au- 
diting hi: account,and therefore submit thesame for your consideration, 

The salary of B. F. Bonham, Librarian of the State, at the close of 
the present fiscal year, amounts to tho sum of $786, which remains 
unpaid in consequence of no appropriation having been made by the 
Legislative Assembly to pay the same, or any act authorizing the 
Secretary of State to issue a warrant therefor, which will appear by 
reference to the law providing for his appointment. (Oregon Statutes, 
pages 548 and 549.) I would respectfully call your attention to the 
matter, in order that provisions may be made for the payment of 
his salary. 5 : 

The expenses of the Supreme Court of the State of Oregon, at the 
December term 1859, and July term 1860, amounted to the sum of 
two hundred and four dollars and thirteen cents. There being no law 
authorizing the Secretary of State to audit the said account, I would 
respectfully recommend the same to your favorable consideration.
